London, Feb, 18—(Bulle- 
tin)—Eleven persons were 
killed and four injured in the 
aerial attack on London on 
Saturday, it is announced of- 
ficially. 

The casualties in Sunday 
night’s air raid were 16 kill- 
ed and 87 injured, it was of- 
ficially announced this after- 
noon, 

The official report on Sat- 
urday night’s casualties 
reads: 

‘The total casualties caus- 
ed by the airplane raid Sat- 
urday were: 

“Killed, three men, five 
women and three children. 

“Injured, one man and 
three children.”’ 

Sunday’s Raid. 

Six or seven airplanes took part 
in the raid on Sunday night. The 
first flew over London, dropping 
bombs in various districts, All 
the others were turned back. The 
following official report was is- 
sued today: 

“Last night’s air raid appears 
to have been carried out by six or 
seven enemy airplanes, of which 
only one penetrated into London. 
The first raider passed the Isle of 
Thanet, at about 9:45 p.m., and 


proceeded up the Thames estuary | 


into London, crossing the capital 
from southeast to northeast. 
Bombs were dropped in various 
districts between 10:40 and 10:55 
o’clock, 

“The remaining raiders which 
attempted to reach London from 
the northeast, across Essex, or 
from the east along the line of the 
River Thames, were all turned 
back.”’

MONTREAL, Feb. 18.—Hon, F, B, 
Carvell, addressing the members of 
the Montreal Canadian club today, 
said that during the coming fiscal year 
the country had to raise something 
like $800,000,000, and while he was 
not announcing any policy, declared 
that if they could not raise the money 
by way of tariffs there was only one 
source of revenue and that was by 
asking the men who had the money 
to contribute a portion of it by way of 
income tax, 

Must Face Situation 

“Wei have to face the situation,” 
he declared, ‘‘we must steel ourselves 
to have conditions and must realize 
| that this money must be forthcoming. 
Every dollar has been taken out of the 
| people by way of customs taxation 
| that can be—it ts as high as anybody 
can wish to see it—and there is no 
way of getting the necessary money 
except by a system of direct taxation, 
und I want to press that home on the 
people of Canada,” 

Mr. Carvell expressed a wish that 
the people vf Canada would give a lit- 
tle more attention to the great eco- 
nomic and trade questions which were 
before the Dominion, If they did, he 
had no fear for the future of the Do- 
minion with all its natural wealth and 
| resources, 

Mr. Carvell said there was hardly 
a man in Canada who was not in a 
hetter financial position individually 
| since war started than he was before. 
But the government of Canada had 
been getting poorer and poorer, and 
| today it was faced with a condition 
such as no government had ever faced 
| before in Canada, Before the war the 
revenues of the country were about 
| $175,000,000, practically all obtained 
from customs and excise duties, and 
that sum had been expended wisely, 
perhaps, or unwisely, but it came so 
easy that it did not make much dif- 
| ference. During the present year they 
|} had to ratse $250,000,000 to carry on 
the ordinary affairs of the country. 

To Be Provided For 

Sixty million dollars had to be pro- 
\ided for interest charges and at 
least $10,000,000 or more for soldiers’ 
pensions, and that might go as far 
$20,000,000. In addition to that, 
$400,000,000 had to be proviedd to pay 
for the goods which were being sold 
by Canada to Great Britain and the 
Allies and which they could not pay 
for at the noment. During the pres- 
ent fiscal] year Canada would send to 
| Great Britain probably over $900,000,- 
1/000 worth of goods, including muni- 
tions, but unfortunately she only im- 
pérted about $90,000,000 worth, and 
that left an adverse balance of trade 
of $800,000,060, which must be taken

| LONDON, Feb. 18,—The public will

Andrew Bonar Law this afternoon 
declined to anticipate the’ premier’s 
statement, which, if Mr, Lloyd George 
recovers from the severe chill from 
which he is suffering, he will make in 
the House of Commons tomorrow 
afternoon. The matter was brought 
up by former Premier Asquith today, 
who asked if the Hease of Commons 
might expect a statement from the 
| premler tomerrcw on the communica- 
tion which had appeared in the press 
regarding changes in the general staff, 
}and whether there would be full op- 
portunity of discussion. 

Mr. Bonar Law replied in the af- 
firmattive. He said that the premier 
was suffering from a severe chill, but 
had sent him a telephone message that 
he hoped to be in the house Tues¢g y. 

Answering another question, Mr 
Bonar Law announced that General 
Robertson had accepted the eastern 
command, 

James Myles Hogge interjected: 

“Why not the boy scouts?” 

This had reference to the inferior- 
ity of the eastern command to other

Mr, Bonar Law. refused to say 


whether General Robertson had re- 
signed or was dismissed; nor would 
he say whether Field Marshal Haig 
end General Robertson had approvel 
the findings of the Versailles confer- 
once, explaining that he did not wish 
to anticipate the premier’s speech.

$35,000 MORE 
_ THANLAST YEAR 


Estimate of the Requirement for 
General Purposes—Proposed 
Gharter Tax Amendments 


The city council had a special meet- 
ing last night to consider the esti- 
| mates for the present year and also 
to deal with charter amendments. Ow- 
| ing to the fact that the estimates were 
| not quite complete in form it was de- 
cided that they should be first refer- 
red to the finance committee, and 
when their report was ready another 
meeting of the city council would be 
called. Two new charter amendments 
were decided upon, one being to ask 
for power to extend the debentures 
on tax arrears which fall due this 
year, and the other to compel the Ed- 
monton Public School board to invest 
its surplus funds in securities of the 
city of Edmonton, It was also decided 
to support an application to the pro- 
vincial iegisiature to levy an income 
tax in the city. 

Last year the levy was $837,033, and 
a rough calculation for this year, tak- 
ing the estimates prepared and baeing 
the amounts for grants and miscel- 
laneous expenditure, etc., on last year’s 
figures, gives an increase on the 
amount required for general purposes 
this year of some $35,009 over that 
of last year, This includgs the pro- 
posed war bonus for the employees. 

Charter Amendments 

There is already a long list of 55 
charter amendments which have been 
sanctioned by the city counctl, That to 
extend the time on the tax arrear de- 
bentures reads: 

“Tho council may, without the con- 
sent of the burgesses, pass by-laws for 
making agreements with the holder 
or holders of any debentures or de- 
bentures or other security or securi- 
ties for the payment of money for the 
extending of time for the payment of 
the whole or any part of the moneys 
payable thereunder in all respects, up- 
on guch terms and conditions and in 
such manner as shall be set forth in 
such bylaw, and may increase or de- 
crease the rate of interest therein 
specified and make the same payable 
at different times and places and may 
allow discéunts and bonuses to such 
holders. (2) And for the purpose 
aforesaid may appoint by any such by- 
law or bylaws appoint such agent or 
agents as may be expedient and dele- 
gate to him or them such power or 
authority as shall in such bylaw be 
set forth. (3) Auu may assess and levy 
such rates and taxes as may be re- 
quired to carry out the terms of any 
such agreement. (4) Any such bylaw 
may provide for the issue of new se- 
curities or for the endorsement of the 
new terms of payment and other con- 
ditions upon the present securities. (5) 
Every agreement so made and all rates 
and taxes imposed for the purpose of 
carrying out the same shall be valid 
and binding on the city and the rate- 
payers thereot and shall not be open 
to question in any court.” 

Short Term Debentures 

The above means that when the $2,- 
000,000 short term debentures fall 
due this year .or payment, a portion 
will be met with what cash is avail- 
able to the city. The anticipated pro- 
cedure will then be to appoint agents 
| who will seek out the remainder of 
the debenture holders and mako 
agreements with them for the exten- 
sion of the debentures at what rate of 


debenture will then be returned to a 
banking institution, probably in New 
York, and fresh coupons attached to 
cover the iength of the extension and 
afterwards returned to the holders. 
The city will retain the right to re- 
deem any of the debentures as money 
to do so may be available. The ap- 
pointment of agents to carry out the 
work !s considered necessary ae {t is 
estimated that the debentures are 
held by between 400 to 500 indlyid- 
uals, 

In respect to the amendment to 
compel the Public School board to 
invest its surplus funds in the city of 
Edmonton securities, this is the sequel 
to a financial tle-up of last year, 
when (the city had no money to give 
the school board and the school board 
refused to use its money, capital 
money, for current expenditure, The 
end was that the bank agreed to fi- 
nance the schoo! board upon the un- 
derstanding that it would invest its 
capital money in Edmonton securities, 
and the provincial department of ednu- 
cation stated its willingness to act as 
sponsors for the arrangement. What 
is now asked by the city is the poWer 
for the schoo! board to use its capital 
money in this form of investment and 
to conclude the agreement. 

Income Tax 

The income tax proporal, as ex- 
Plained by the mayor, is part of a spe- 
celal act regarding cities which it ts 
desired to obtain from the provinclal 
lerislature, and its Intention {is to give 
authority to the municipalities to levy 
income tax within their borders, A 
draft Is being prepared hy the city 
solicitor, and the matter has heen re-

AND ALBERTA’S GOOD 
PEARSON’S PLATFORM 


Representative of Forces Over- 
seas Dofines His Position in 
Legislature

LICENSING OF 
~ ALTA. BARBERS 
NOW PROPOSED 


Bill Will be Introduced in Legis- 
lature When House Resumes 
Next Week 


At the meeting of the War Veterans! 


The barbers of Alberta have pre- 
pared a bill and will submit it to the 
legislature, which meets again on 
‘Tuesday, Feb, 26th, asking for a 
special license or degree for all bar- 
bers doing business in the province, 

The bill is described as “an act reg- 
ulating the quaiifications of barbers 


and the sanitation of barber shops, to 
create a board of examiners for the 
licensing of persons to carry on such 


practice, to insure the better educa- 
tion of such practitioners, to provide 
rules regulating the proper sanitation 
of barber shops, schools and colleges, 
preventing the spreading of contag!- 
ous diseases, thereby insuring to the 
general public cleaner and better ser- 
vice.” 

It is provided that it shall be un- 
jlawful for any person to follow the 
profession of a barber unless he shall 
| have first obtained u certificate as 
| being duly qualified. 

The bill provides for a board of ex 
aminers to hold regular examinations 
in Edmonton, Calgary and Lethbridge 
The commission shall consist of five 
one to be elected by the barbers and 
known 4s a commissioner. He shal! 
} select four others, two master barbers 
and two journeymen barbers. 

Thé commissioner, in addition to 
being present at examinations, shall 
make a tour of inspection of all bar 
ber shops in the province at least once

Persecution Resumed With

London, Feb, 18—The_ re- 
turn of the Turks to Ar- 
menia, since the withdrawal 
of the Russian Caucasian ar- 
mies may be expected to 
plunge Armenia into a new 
chapter of. atrocities and 
massacres. That the Turkish 
action in this direction will 
be met with no opposition 
from Germany may be gath- 
ered from the fact’ that the 
German newspapers recently 
printed several official Turk- 
ish communications bearing 
a close family resemblance to 
the Turkish pronouncements 
which preceded the earlier 
Armenia massacres, 

A communication publish- 
ed last week says 

‘Armed bands of Armen- 
ian guerillas are beginning to 
persecute the Ottoman inhab- 
itants of Armenia, and ap- 
peals to the Russian military 
are unavailing. The facts 
bearing on this are confirm- 
ed by testimony of natives 
who have escaped from the 
claws of the Armenians. 
Moreover, deputations have 
been sent to the Turkish go- 
vernment with requests for 
help by the populations of 
various districts, who are de- 
fenseless against Armenian 
persecution and are continu- 
ally exposed to its terrors.’’ 

The statement concludes 
with a list of ‘‘significant at- 
rocities’’ alleged to have 
been perpetrated by Armeni- 
ans,

Cut Down The Estimates. 

There is a large clement of un- 
certainty as to just what course a 
receiver would follow if placed in 
charge of a city in the interest of 
its creditors.

Estimates can 
easily be exceeded if the revenue 
in sight warrants, but expendi- 
tures once authorized by the coun- 
cil are very likely to be made in) 
cil are very likely to be made 
the treasury. 


Discrimination. 


One objection offered to the tax- 
ing of improvements is that this 
would reduce the taxtion on idle 
lots. But if it did that it would 
correspondingly reduce the tax on 
occupied lots; and it makes no 
particular difference to the payer 
whether the taxes he pays are as- 
sessed altogether on his lot or) 
partly on the lot and partly on the 
building. Taxing improvement 
would likewise remove the injus- 
tice of taxing occupied property 
at the same rate regardless of the | 
ability of the owner to pay. Mani- 
lfestly it is unjust to tax a man 
living in a shack as much as an- 
other man who is able to afford a| 
luxurious residence. It is one of 
the inequalities of the single tax 
|system that it penalizes the poor 
man’s home, in order to partially 
exempt the rich man’s home, That | 
discrimination, against those who 
are least able to bear discrimina- 
tion, would be readjusted by dis- 
tributing the taxes partly on the 
lots occupied and partly on the 
buildings, 


Does It Make for Efficiency? 


The special committee of the 
council, after studying the points | 
agreed on before the arbitration | 
board, reports that there is no 
agreement between the city and 
the firemen which binds the coun- | 
cil to give prior consideration to | 
members of the brigade when a} 
|new chief has to be selected. But 
presumably neither is there any- | 
thing in the provisional agree- | 
ment, or basis of agreement, de- 
lelaring that firemen are not eli- | 
gible for appointment. And lack- 
ing such provison, the members of | 
the brigade were surely entitled | 
| to suppose that the ordinary rule 
}of employment held in their ease;

The vital question is whe- 
ther the lives and property of the 
citizens will be better protected if 
this rule of merit and service is 
thrown overboard and if the fire- 
|men are given to understand that

voritism. 


The City and the Legislature. 
_ The notion that the city’s finan- | 
cial position is something for the | 
aldermen to do the worrying 
jabout is a misconception. The | 
aldermen are elected to manage | 
the business of the citizen, but it 
is the taxpayer who has to pay. | 
In the last resort the aldermen are | 
no more vitally concerned in the | 
financial success or failure of the} 
city than other taxpayers. The | 
affairs of the city are not unre- 


in reality a matter of personal 
concern whether the city is restor- | 

din credit and prestige, or whe- 
ther it is allowéd to default in its 
obligations. That property in Ed- 
monton is so largely valueless is 
not the fault of the owner, the 
country or the war, but is the 
result of a career of civic extrava- 
vance the consequenees of which 
have been imposed upon _ the pro- 
perty as taxes present and pros- 
pective. The only way to restore 
property value is to pay the bills 
as they fall due, But as everyone 
in the city shared and shares in 
the benefits of the heavy expendi- 
tures which were made by dis- 
counting the value of property, it 
is fair that all should share in pay- 
ing the bills. The legislature of 
the province has a real and press- 
ing duty to see that the law is so 
amended that the city will be both | 
empowered to collect taxes from | 
all who share the benefiits, and 
also required to do so.

London, Feb, 18.—The contro- 
versy as toghe position of General 
Robertson,” whose resignation as 
chief of staff was announced last

Newspapers, which give various 
versions of the causes which 
brought about the situation that 
is generally regretted, General 
Robertson, whose abilitics and 
services are recognized hand- 
somely everywhere, has repeated 
to the newspapers his assertion: 
“T have not resigned.” Heo has 
refused any further statement. 
There seems to bé no question, how- 

ever, that the difference between the 
government's announcement and that 
of the general is merely a difference 
in words, the government having in- 
terpreted his refusal to serve on the 
Supreme war council or to remain as 
chief of staff with limited powers as a 
resignation, while the genera] dis- 
sented from that interpretation, So 
far as is known there is no probability 
of any rearrangement whereby Gen- 
eral Robertson would remain as chief 
of staff, but the hope is expressed in 
some quarters that his great capacities 
and wide experience will not be lost to 
the eountry.
